In addition, action is 
brought against the transcontinental freight 
bureau, the western trunk line committee, 
and the southwestern traffic committee. All 
these concerns are alleged to have entered 
into an agreement with the Standard Oil 
company to make rates which are discrimi- 
native on oil and by-products. 

The petition says no report has been made 
to the state as to the solvency of the Stand- 
ard, and that no charter fee has been paid 
the state. In this contention is where the 
attorney general thinks he has a strong case 
against the Standard, as the Kansas law 
governing corporations is explicit in the mat- 
ter of requiring financial statements and 
charter fees.
